Eisenhow er said today he will de­ 
cide after the current Senate in­ 
vestigation ends w hether Secretary 
pf the Air Force ^Talbott has used 
* i s office im properly and should be 
fired.

In general, the President told a 
news conference, the actions of 
a public official must be impec­ 
cable from the standpoint of both 
law and ethics and should avoid 
giving any impression of wrong­ 
doing. 
Eisenhower said there has been 
no suggestion Talbott has been 
'g u ilty of fraud of wrongdoing 
in 
a legal sense. He also said the air 
secretary has perform ed his offi­ 
cial duties almost brilliantly. 
B ut Eisenhower said the Senate 
inquiry into Talbott’s private busi­ 
ness activities 
while 
in 
govern­ 
m ent service raises the 
question 
w hether a proper standard of eth­ 
ics was violated. 
He said it alm ost m ust be de­ 
cided w hether Talbott used his of­ 
f i c e im properly or m erely used his 
personal influence in a m anner di­ 
vorced from the office.

V isitin g R u ssia n Farm ers 
Ike Would OK 
G o in g O v e r Big O u t In Iow a Foreign Plane 
Visits To U.S. 


SPEN CER, Iowa UP—1The aston­ 
ishing story of the fabulous tour of 
the Soviet farm delegation across 
Iowa continued today. 
The governor of the state, Leo 
Hoegh, helped arrange for t h e 
delivery today of three 
mem­ 
bers of the Soviet agricultural 
group, including its head V. V. 
Matskevich, to Sioux City. 
The governor’s help was neces­ 
sary because Sioux City leaders, 
when for reasons of tim ing 
and 
schedule their city was elim inated 
from the R ussians’ i t i n e r a r y , 
m ade a m ajor issue of the ques­ 
tion. 
‘‘You should see the pile of tele­ 
gram s I have from Iowa com m u­ 
nities which w ant the R ussians to 
visit th em ,” declared C. R. Elder, 
of Iowa State College who is 
in 
charge of arrangem ents for the 
R ussians in Iowa. 
The town of L aurens lined 
its 
streets yesterday with flags in hon­ 
or of the Russians. Many leading 
townspeople were at the consoli- 1 
dated school where the Russians 
ate. 
At every farm the Russians 
visit there are crowds of Iowans. 
At the home of Tafford J. Tinius, 
of Laurens, there were around 
300 people in the yard when the 
Russians arrived. 
In this medium-sized northern 
Iowa city last night there was a 
-------- 


sm all crowd of citizens on 
t h e 
sidewalk in front of the hotel where 
the R ussians w ere to stay for more 
than an hour before they actually 
cam e to town. 
‘‘H ave you seen the R ussians?” 
was the com m onest 
question 
in 
the city’s streets. 
The 
R ussians visited 
a 
much 
bigger farm yesterday than most 
they have seen. It was one owned 
by R. L. Sim m and sons, of Paul­ 
ina, Iowa. It is 480 acres in size, 
of which 225 acres is under corn. 
The m achinery at the Simm farm 
is up to date and plentiful and its 
use efficient. 
It interested the Russians more 
than som e others they have seen 
because of its m achinery and its 
size. 
One of the most important of 
the Russians, Nikolai Gureyev, 
deputy premier of the Ukraine, 
said that the 
most significant 
lesson he had learned from the 
trip was “specialization.” 
He said th at he 
is 
im pressed 
with the degree in which I o w a 
farm ers, even the sm all farm ers, 
concentrate on the branches of 
farm ing which are m ost profitable 
to them . 
He pointed out that m ost collec­ 
tive farm s in the Soviet Union are 
engaged in a num ber of different 
branches of farm ing activity. 
Meanwhile, 12 visiting Am erican 


farm ers are m aking a big hit in 
the Soviet Union. 
They are asking all k 4 n d s of 
questions. 
They 
w ant 
to 
know 
about Soviet tractors, soils, com . 
hogs and chickens, taxes and state 
loan subscriptions. 
They are also going over big j 
with the kids they meet at the 
collective 
farms, 
schools 
and 
hospitals. They dance and sing 
with the children and take pic­ 
tures. 
At Odessa, Ralph Olsen of E lls­ 
worth, Iowa, reaped applause as 
spokesman for the group in h i s 
reply when O dessans asked w hat I 
they had seen in the U kraine. 
“ It’s a wonderful region,” Olsen 
said. “The first thing th at struck j 
our eye was *your people and their 
hard work. This is m ost w onder­ 
ful.” 
The Soviet press is generally 
giving liberal space to the A m eri­ 
cans’ visit. The news agency Tass 
has a special correspondent filing 
at least two stories daily from the 
tour. 
Soviet A griculture,

of A griculture, runs a

and a picture in every issue. The 
lattest issue, a four-page edition, 
devotes three full columns to the 
Am ericans.

President’ SHU Stresses 
Sincerity O f Proposal 
Unveiled A t Geneva 


WASHINGTON 
UP - President 
Eisenhower said today he would 
allow peaceful foreign 
planes to 
fly over any area of the United 
States to carry out his Geneva pro­ 
posal 
for 
exchange 
of m ilitary 
blueprints and aerial inspection. 
The Eisenhower proposal was 
m ade 
at the 
Geneva 
summit 
meeting, 
contingent on agree- 
ment by 
Russia 
to 
allow the 
same inspection and provide the 
sam e full information this coun­ 
try would give. 
At a news conference, Eisenhow­ 
er also said his personal meetings 
with his old friend, Soviet Defense 
Minister Georgi Zhukov, at Gene­ 
va em phasized the new concept of 
Soviet 
collective 
leadership. 
At 
Geneva, he noted, instead of one 
outstanding 
figure 
participating 
for Russia, there w ere three 
or 
four. 
As for Zhukov’s talk with him, j. 
he said, it was to im press upon 
him the deep desire of the Soviets 
for peace. 
At the outset, Eisenhower said j 
he thought it was needless to take 
so much tim e in attem pting to .em ­ 
phasize 
the 
im portance

at­ 
taches to his week at Geneva.

Five Skeletons - 
Discovered In 
One Burial Pit 


Confirmed A s Part 
Of Adena Culture 
2*000 Years A go 


An Indian mound 
in 
Jackson 
Township, opened by member* of 
the Ohio H istorical 
Society, 
has 
been confirm ed as one belonging 
to the Adena culture of approx!* 
m ately 2,000 years ago. 
Dr. Raymond Baby, archaeo­ 
logist for the society, made tho 
confirmation today from tho for­ 
mation of the 
mound 
plus 
a 
spearhead and trinket founii in 
a 
burial 
grave 
beneath 
tho 
mound. 
Five 
skeletons h a y # 
been discovered in one snb-sw - 
face grave, 
and 
five 
others 
were found in the surrounding 
embankment. 
Yet to be opened is another pos­ 
sible burial pit a few feet aw ay 
from the one just opened. Both 
were a few feet away from the one 
just opened. Both were beneath a 
huge single mound. 
Work now will consist of care­ 
fully and 
methodically 
digging 
up the skeletons in the first burial 
pit, according to Dr. Baby. This 
should take the remainder of tho 
week, he added. 
*

* 
THE NEXT project will bo to 
open the second pit, he explained. 
He said that he hopes to start on 
that by the end of the week. 
Several “unusual” details lur- 
round the 
discovery. 
These 
in­ 
clude 
1. Why there were fire bodies 
in one grave, obviously all buri­ 
ed at the sam e time. He identi­ 
fied the skeletons only aa IMM 
child, one “sub-adnlt” and thro* 
adults. 
2. The unusual shape of the first 
burial pit. Dr. Baby described it 
as “elongated oval”; others from 
the Adena culture are usually rec­ 
tangular. (He said this waa not 
unique but worth study.) 
3. There is evidence of pointed 
sticks being used to loosen up the 
dirt. There are marks on the sides 
of the pit which show where the 
sticks were used. 
• • • 
THE PIT itself is 15.5 feet long, 
8.4 feet wide across the middle, 
and 3.65 feet below the existing 
grade of the level of the mound.

The Rev. G eprge P. Crist Jr., 
31, Is charged with “ auldterating 
the word of God” and mixing his 
own 
“ opinions 
and 
surm ises” 
With the Scriptures. The trial is 
the first in the church’s 65-year 
history, is closed to the public. 
Crist is pastor of the Bethlehem 
Lutheran C hrrch in Durham , 
in 
nearby W aukesha County. He has 
headed the 225-member congrega­ 
tion for six years. 
The charges, 
m ade public 
by 


him, spell out these accusations: 
That he has denied Jesus Christ 
was actually resurrected from the 
dead or that He was assum ed bod­ 
ily into heaven, that Crist denied 
Jesus was actually born of virgin 
birth or that Jesus perform ed all 
the m iracles with which a literal 
interpretation of the Bible credits 
Him. 
It is also claim ed that Crist 
has 
abandoned 
fundam ental 
principles 
of 
scriptural 
inter­ 
pretations which guided 
Martin 
Luther. 
“ It is true that I hold t h e s e 
views,” he said, “ this is not sim ­ 
ply a m atter of interpretation of 
the 
Bible, 
although that is 
in­ 
volved. There is a truth behind the 
Bible." 
“ As far as Jesus is concerned, 


it is not the facts about Him which 
are im portant, but Jesus himself. 
Belief in Jesus Christ does not rest 
on the nature of His birth. 
“ One does not believe in Him 
because He was born of a virgin, 
because He arose from the dead 
or because He worked m iracles. 
Belief is a m atter of accepting as 
true the claim s that He made, not 
about him self, but about the m ean­ 
ing of life.” 
The 
charges 
against 
Pastor 
Crist were returned June 30 by 
a five-m em ber com m ittee that 
investigated the accusations. 
Crist was born in Chicago and 
is 
a 
graduate 
of 
Northwestern 
Lutheran Sem inary in 
Minneapo­ 
lis. He lives with his wife Evelyn 
and their three children in a home 
adjoining the church. 


He said he will be his own de­ 
fense counsel but will be assisted 
at the trial by the Rev. John Ger- 
berding of Menomonee Falls, Wis., 
also investigated for allegedly hold­ 
ing beliefs contrary to doctrine. A 
third area pastor was also investi­ 
gated by church officials. He is the 
Rev. Victor K, W rigley of Brook­ 
field. 
A pastor found guilty of here­ 
sy may be publicly censured or 
suspended^ front

m inisterial 
duties. A vote of the synod would 
be necessary to depose him from 
the m inistry.

will be seven pastors appointed by 
Dr. Paul E. Bishop, Minneapolis, 
president of the N orthw est Synod.

J em bankm ent over the burial pit, 
where dirt taken from the pit was 
heaped.

He said 
it W'ould have taken an un wieldly 
shaft to fit that spearhead. 
The trinket was found beside

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SMALL FARM S 
IN A SURVEY of sm all farm fam ilies, 
which President Eisenhower has asked 
Congress to aid, Rep. Wint Smith of the 
Sixth Kansas district has assem bled som e 
interesting figures. 
There are 5,379,000 farm fam ilies in the 
United States of Avhom 1,513,000 have in­ 
comes of less than $1,000 per year. These 
families are concentrated largely in 1,000 
of the nation’s 3,050 counties. The thickest 
concentrations are in Eastern Texas and 
Oklahoma, and in the Ozarks of Missouri 
and Arkansas. A fourth of them are N egro­ 
es struggling along on 40-acre tracts com ­ 
pared with the average sized farm of 120 
acres. 
During the last 20 years, says Smith, 
three government agencies have loaned a 
half billion dollars to the low' income group, 
half of which has been repaid. Another ag­ 
ency has loaned 750 million dollars to the 
group since 1946 for equipment, livestock 
feed and* operating expenses, two-thinds of 
which has been repaid. 
The proposed Eisenhower 
long 
range 
program is designed to increase the effi­ 
ciency and productivity of the sm all farm ­ 
er and give him more chances for nearby 
industrial em ploym ent to supplement his 
earnings. In som e instances, where 
the 
situation of the srqall farm er is hopeless, 
he would be encouraged to leave the farm 
altogether and establish him self as an ur­ 
ban worker. 


HITTING THE ROAD 
A NEBRASKA m inister has converted 
his sedan into a traveling hostelry, provid­ 
ing shelter and cooked m eals for his wife, 
son and him self while on vacation. T h e 
rear-seat backrest has given w ay to a orat­ 
ress, screens have been built into the win­ 
dows, and the car is equipped with both 
gasoline cook stove and an apartment-type 
autom atic washing m achine. 
The clergym an estim ates that except for 
the cost of gas and oil, the fam ily can get 
by for less than $4 a day on the road. 
Few other motoring fam ilies can make 
that claim —though few, perhaps, would 
want to if it had occurred to them . The 
U. S. tourist business this sum m er prom­ 
ises to be the biggest in term s of miles 
travelled and dollar volum e in the coun­ 
try’s history. Better roads, including turn­ 
pikes, and high power vehicles within av­ 
erage purchaser reach, are the principal 
reasons. The fact that m any fam ilies are 
now dispersed throughout the country pro­ 
vides the incentive for sum m er reunions. 
And so m illions of peripatetic Americans 
are now hitting the road, buying t h e i r 
lodgings, food, motor fuel, cam era sup­ 
plies, clothes and souvenirs as they go. A 
few , like the Nebraska m inister and his 
fam ily, will have the strength to stay aloof 
from the many roadside lures. Most oth­ 
ers will succumb, and thoroughly enjoy 
the process.

George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


Those countries which do not choose to 
line up either with Soviet Russia or the 
United States find them selves in the awk­ 
ward position of being squeezed in the con­ 
flict between these giants. Some countries 
are so situated geographically that their de­ 
cisions cannot be their own. Norway and 
Sweden are so situated; 
Soviet Russia 
could take them without an effort unless 
the United States acted first. In a word, 
they would be taken by one side or the 
other. 
President Eisenhower’s assurance that 
the United States would not initiate a war 
does not help such countries 
because 
they do not have an equal guarantee from 
the power that could more easily take 
them. 
Afghanistan is similarly situated. So is 
Iran. To a degree, so are W est Germany 
and France. 
In a m easure, the airplane and the North 
Pole have changed political and military 
geography. It is hard to realize by looking 
at the map, but when one flies from Lon­ 
don to New York, one is never really far 
from land in aeronautical term s in that 
long stretch. Flying over the North Pole is 
now a practical matter which occurs daily. 
Actually there is a com m ercial route from 
the West Coast of the United States to Eu­ 
rope which employs the extrem e Northern 
Route. 
What chance do the sm aller countries 
have? They saw what Hitler could do to 
them, and Hitler had no such weapons of 
war as the United States and Soviet Rus­ 
sia would let loose in the next war. There­ 
fore, most of the smaller and weaker coun­ 
tries are neutral and want peace at any 
price. It seem s ungenerous to talk about 
war after the demonstration for peace at 
Geneva, but the small countries need to be 
very suspicious and practical because what 
is at stake is their existence. 
Paul Hoffman, Mio has developed into 
an articulate statesm an, said at a Rotary 
convention in Chicago: 
‘Not for one moment should we assume 
that those countries which are unwilling 
to join a m ilitary alliance with us are ne­ 
cessarily against us. We follow a neutral­ 
ist policy for the first century and a half 
in our life as a nation, and we were not 
judged unfriendly for so doing.” 
That has little to do with anything, al­ 
though it sounds like a plausible argu­ 
ment. If war cam e, 
either 
the 
United 
States or Soviet Russia would take as many 
of these sm aller nations as they could. 
There would be no question of past history 
or of past current friendship. Everything 
would be done in the name of m ilitary ne­ 
cessity, which it would undoubtedly" be. 
The only advantage that a sm all na­ 
tion has, if it becom es a Soviet satellite, 
is that its boundaries are currenty protect­ 
ed by Russian might; the advantage that 
such a nation has if it joins the United 
States is that we put bases all over the 
place and develop the country economi­ 
cally so that it m ay be an advantageous 
war 
potential. 
Meanwhile 
considerable 
wealth is added to the econom y of that 
nation. 
Also, it goes through an inflationary 
period. We are doing that today in Spain, 
Turkey and Greece, to say nothing of 
many other countries. Friendship is not 
a factor in all this; it is cold military 
strategy.

What To Do If You Are 
# 
Overcome By The Heat 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
HEAT exhaustion is a fairly 
common occurrence during our 
hot summer days. Luckily, It usu­ 
ally is not as serious as heat 
stroke. The caus es, however, may 
be the same. Generally, over­ 
exertion in great heat is to blame. 
Contributing Factor# 
There may also be several con­ 
tributing factors such as salt de­ 
ficiency, excessive fatigue, alco­ 
holism and weakness from an ill­ 
ness. If you are overly tired, weak 
or have been drinking liquor a 
great deal In hot weather, you’ve 
got to be especially careful. 
Heat exhaustion, or heat pros­ 
tration, if you prefer, may come 
on at any time, even at night. 
Usual Symptoms 
Generally, the symptoms are 
w eakness, dizziness, vertigo, 
headache, dim or blurred vision, 
irritability and mild muscular 
cramps. Sometimes these are fol­ 
lowed by vomiting. 
The victim may feel listless, be­ 
come faint and may even lose 
consciousness. His blood pressure 
will be low. The skin will be pale, 
cold and moist because of con­ 
traction of the surface blood ves­ 
sels and perspiration. 


That's one way you ean tell the 
difference between heat exhaus­ 
tion and heat stroke. A victim of 
heat exhaustion will perspire 
freely; a victim of heat stroke will 
not. 
If you feel any of these symp­ 
toms coming on, go to the coolest 
place you can find and rest until 
you feel better. If you’re outside, 
get into the shade immediately. 
Sit down or lie down under a tree. 
Have someone call a doctor. 
Saline Mixture 
You’ve got to replace the fluid 
and salt you've lost through per­ 
spiration. Probably the easiest 
and quickest way is to drink a 
mixture of salt and water Ten 
grains (two five-grain tablets) of 
salt should be mixed in a pint of 
water. 
If the patient Is unconscious, a 
doctor can administer saline In­ 
travenously. Fortunately, most 
victims recover quickly and ean 
return to their normal duties the 
following day.

Curb On Credit 


Bankes Say Prosperity 
Can Be Continued lf 
Cash Is Controlled 
By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (ffi-How to keep 
good times going is the problem 
today for the money managers. I 
They think they have the answer 
in mild restraints on credit. 
Their idea: Not only have you 
never had it so good, but if you're 
to avoid hard times in the future, 
money mustn’t be let to get too 
easy now. 
So the cost of short-term borrow- j 
ing has risen to the highest point 
in more than a year and a half. I 
And the price of long-term govern­ 
ment 
bonds 
has 
fallen—another 
way of saying that the yield on 
them has risen to keep pace with 
higher 
rates 
charged 
on 
other 
loans. 
This may be hard for some to 
understand—the fellow’, say, who I 
is looking for a comfortable-to-car- 
ry mortage for a new house for a 
growing family; or the business­ 
man who'd like a bank loan, at 
last year’s cost, to get ready for 
the fall and Christmas trade. 
The policy of mild restraint is 
Dased on the belief that price in - ! 
nation isn’t much of a threat in 
the United States now, but that 
credit inflation could be. And in- 
Dated credit could kill the business 
simply by over-stimulating it and ; 
bringing on a bust. 
With an apparent frown for the 
easier credit term s that have b e -1 
come popular, the comptroller of 
the currency has told the 4,800 na­ 
tional 
banks 
in the land; 
“ Go 
ahead and do all the consumer 
loan business you can, but be sure 
you do it sensibly.” 
The Federal Reserve Board has 
sent notice to the 1,900 state banks 
who are m em bers of the system 
that it plans to keep an eye on 
their instalment credit activities. I 
The official worry stems from 
the chance that all the talk now­ 
a d a y s about higher prices perhaps 
being on the way—especially for 
industrial materials — could lead 
businessmen 
and 
consumers 
to 
start stocking up on goods and 
m aterials to beat any anticipated 
rise. Borrowing to build up in­ 
ventories, officials fear, could lead 
to the same situation that preceded 
the recessions of 1949 and 1953-54. 
Consumer credit is already at an 
all-time high. 
The money m anagers’ policy ap­ 
pears to be: Enough credit and 
money to keep the boom going 
along at its present pace—but not 
so much as to breed too much op­ 
tim ism , or speculation, or a yen to 
beat possible price rises. This could 
lead to excesses which would only 
end, after the fling, in hard times, 
flated credit could kill the business 
boom simply by over-stimulating it 
and bringing on a bust.

Perhaps the 
best 
way to pull things together, into 
a pleasantly composed interior, is 
to use either a plain brownish or 
plain greenish carpeting, in a quiet 


“ earth” color. With your 
cream 
walls, the brown may be better. 
To unify the L-shaped space, 
carpeting should be room-size, 
I 
think with only narrow 
margins 
(if any) of bare 
floor 
showing. 
Carpeting may be cut in two pieces 
—one for the living space, the oth­ 
er for the dining alcove, with cut 
edges bound. Lay the pieces rug- 
fashion, with edges meeting. 
To further compose the picture, 
door hangings should either relate, 
in a medley of colors, to the mix- 
matched walls, plain carpeting and 
two-tone 
upholstery. 
Or 
t h e y 
should provide a completely self- 
contained color note, harmonious 
with the whole. 
If you want a patterned fabric, 
find a restful design 
of browns, 
greens, etc., on a background colo- 
or, say cream or gold, that blends 
with the supporting wall (and con­ 
trasting paper). For self-contained 
curtains, use dull finish material 
in muted solid color. Try samples 
to decide what goes best — soft 
brown, or deep golden yellow 
if

WASHINGTON, UPh-This is an 
ABC on the military reserve bill 
just passed by Congress to build 
up a pool of trained men. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower is expected to 
s if t it into law shortly. It will go 
into effect at that moment. 
First look at the reserve pro­ 
gram as it stands under a law 
passed in 1951. 
Under that law everyone dis­ 
charged from the armed forces, 
unless he served eight years, must 
then go into the reserves so that 
his total active and reserve service 
is eight years. 
.•Uiere are three kinds of re­ 
serves: 
1. steady reservists who train. 
They drill one night a week, from 
12 to 48 weeks a year, and spend 
17 days a year in camp. They get 
paid, according to rank, for the 
days and nights they drill. 
2. Ready reservists who don't do 
any training. They get no pay. 
3. Standby reserves. They, like 
the second 
group of ready re- 
sf Aists, do no drilling. 
Both groups of ready reservists, 
in case of war, would be called 
into active service ahead of the 
standby reserves. Who, under pres­ 
ent law, goes into the ready re­ 
serves and into the standby re­ 
serves? 
1. 
Anyone with less than five 
years in the armed forces must, 
upon his discharge, go into the 
ready reserves. But whether or not 
h stakes reserve training is volun­ 
tary. If he doesnt take the re­ 
serve training, he must stay in the 
ready reserves until his eight-year 
obligation is up. 
2. 
Anyone who has 
had 
five 
years in the armed forces, or a 
total of five in the armed forces 
and 
the trained ready reserves, 
can 
ask for a transfer into 
the 
last-to-be-called standby reserves 
until his eight years are up. 
•ghat’s the way it is now. It will 
rem ain that way for all those who 
enter the armed forces before Ei- 
•enhower signs the new bill: they 
have a total obligation of eight 
years on active service and in the 
reserves. 
For those who enlist or are 
drafted after the new bill becomes 
a law, the total obligation will be 
six years instead of eight. 
They will have to put in combined 
S lu ice of five years in the armed 
forces and the trained ready re­ 
serves, and one year in the stand­ 
by reserves. 
They won’t have a thoice — as 
exists now — of choosing to go into 
the 
nontraining 
ready 
reserves 
when they get out of the armed 
f o r c e s . They’ll have to go' into 
ready reserve training. 
Examples: Jones gets out of the 
Army after two years’ service. He 
m ^st go into the trained reserves 
for three years. Then for another 
year he is in the standby reserves. 
Congress made a special provi­ 
sion for men already in the armed 
forces. When they get out, since 
they’re covered by the old law, 
they can choose to go into the non- 
training ready reserves. 
But Congress said the govem- 
jnent — in limited numbers and 
onh' until July 1957 — could offer 
thfhrt this deal, which they could 
take or reject: 
A man in active service for 12 
months can be discharged pro­ 
vided he agrees to go into the 
trained ready reserves for a period 
which, when added to his active 
service, would total four years. 
Then, since under the old law he 
still has an eight-year obligation,
